BRUSHING THt TEETH. 


The Proper Way In Which to Perform 


TIiln Important Operation. 


The upper teeth should be brushed 


downward ami the lower teeth upward 
from the gums. Do not brush the teeth 
crossways, as they axe apt to become 
loosened and the gums will also suffer. 
The inside of the teeth should 
be 


brushed in the same way. Tepid water 
is the best to use both for cleansing the 
teeth and rinsing the mouth out after- 
ward. 


The tooth brush s'lould be small and 


curved, so that the bristles can get in, 
all the interstices of the teeth. It should 
not be too hard, ami, when anew tooth- 
brush is purchased, it should be soaked 
in water for several hours before using-. 
I! the brush is dried on a towel after 
being* used, and stood up on end in the 
air, it will last much louger. Tooth- 
brushes should never be kept in closed 
receptacles. 


Tooth powder should be chosen with 


great discretion. For general use the 
following will be found a very g-ood 
powder: Mix together half an ounce 
of powdered bark, a quarter of an 
ounce of myrrh, one draclim of cam- 
phor and one ounce of prepared chalk. 


Another simple recipe is as follows: 


Add two ounces of camphorated chalk, 
two drachms of very fine powdered 
borax, half an ounce of powdered orris- 
root and half a drachin of powdered 
myrrh; mix the ingredients thoroughly 
togcther aud keep the powder in astop- 
perd bottle.—San Francisco Chronicle. 


THE SHELL CRADLE.

Babies should be healthy, for there 


were never so many things made for 
their health and comfort.

est of these is a shell cradle, tbatcan be 
used for play as well as for sleep.

material being either silier plate or 
white metal. T.here are solid silver 
shells for the goldspoon baby and 
aluminium shells for mothers that 
want a very light cradle, one that is easy 
to lift from room to room. 


The shell is hung from two rods, one 


at either end. Its pivot is such that it 
swings at a touch. When baby is awake 
he can amu.se himself by swaying his

Cradles of metal are 
best because they can be kept thorough- 
ly clean. When the small springs and 
bedding are removed the cradle can be 
washed like .1 dish.—St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat.

MODJESKA'S HOME. 


A. Quaint and Ileaatirnl Place, Hat 


Far from Lo> Anpelem. 


Connoisseurs in art and lovers of 


nature, some years ago she and her 
husband came by chance upon a wild 
and beautiful spot in the mountains of 
the coast range, about 50 mile* south- 
east of Los Angeles, which took such 
hold upon their fancy that they were 
never satisfied until they hud estab- 
lished their resting headquarters there. 
And, 
indeed, one could scarcely imag- 


ine a more ideal retreat than this. 


Far away from the hurry and bustle, 


tip in a canyon where are 
purling- 


streams, and noddingferns, and spread- 
ing live-oaks, nestled within a cres- 
tent of the mountains, is the unpreten- 
tious white frame villa.—"Arden" they 
have called this mountain home, in 
honor of Shakespeare's "Forest of Ar- 
den." Here Modjeska comes each sum- 
mer to spend as much time as her busy 
life will permit. 
The drhe from the 


fertile Santa Ana valley leads through 
the Santiago canyon, one of the moht 
beautiful spots in southern California, 
and is charming beyond description. 
So gradual is the asoent,, that cne passes, 
from an elevation of 500 feet above the 
yea level to 2,500 feet, scarcely realizing- 
that one has been climbing. The road 
winds through groves of immense live- 
oak, sycamore trees, whose bra.nc.hes 
are festooned with wild Rrapeune, 
woodbine and other creejwrs, 
and 


crosses ^aiii amd again a beautiful 
mountain stream. 
Here and there 


stand out great, bunches of the tall 
white California, poppies, and in their 
season the stately yuccas, crowned 
with their great white panicles, the 
feathcrj- elder, the white clematis and 
large beds of cactus, brilliant with their 
beautiful yellow and crimson blossoms 
and ripe "tunas." 
Tlie crested road- 


runners scamper ahead of the hordes: 
tiie doves call across the canyon, and 
flocks of startled quail whirr from 
coverts by the roadside. 


At last we find ourselves at the en- 


trance to the Modjeska canyon, which 
widens into a, magnifiwnt-natural park 
By buying up, different "claims" from 
old mountaineers, they have row about 
2,000 acres of land. The tillable part

has been set to orchards of oranges, 
walnuts, olives and deciduous fruits, 
and a considerable vineyard. 
Tlw 


mountain sides afford abundant graz- 
ing for the flocks and herds. 


Two miles or more from the entrance, 


after a sharp turn in the road, and 
once more crossing the stream, we have 
our first glimpse of the house and 
grounds. 
The broad lawns, beneath 


the 
spreading live-oaks, make a de- 


lightfully cool and restful picture. The 
bouse is ne&tled withinaerescent sf the 
mountain, which rises behind it in ter- 
ra«d greenery. In front of the hous« 
is an old-fashioned, stone-curbed well, 
from which an "iroii-bouaid bucket" 
draws deliciously cold water. Ham- 
mockw a-nd easy chairs imite you to 
linger and listen to the murmur of the 
stream, tlie plash of the fountain, the 
song of tlie birds, the drone of the bee; 
while you drink in deep breaths of ex- 
hilarating air, and gaze your fill upon 
the mountain peaks, the doep blue sky 
and the fern-draped terraces. 


Beyond the house the scene becomes 


more wild and rug-ged; the mountains 
crouch closer together, leaving only 
room for the road and the stream to 
"wind about and in and out" until the 
road disappears aind nature is left in 
undisturbed sublimity. Count Bozenta, 
with the aid of Kalpu Modjeska's en- 
gineering skill, has conducted water 
from these mountain solitudes for do- 
mestic purposes and for irrigating his 
orchards. In the improvements that 
have been made thece has been a-n effort 
to supplement the natural beauties, but 
to leave nature as undisturbed as possi- 
ble, and the result is most pleasing.

I recall a Bummer's even- 
ing when the fading light < f the sun- 
set afterglow fell softly through the 
stained-glass of the window, aud the 
shadows crept from their biding places 
and reached out their arms to chase the 
day away; when the sweet strains of 
Ave Mania filled the quaint room with 
melody, and the mind with a tangle 
of •weird! fancies, that made it all seem 
a picture from an old-time story book.

GIVING THE FISHES AIR. 


The Vnrlonn Method! Employed t* 


Effect Thin Bnd fn AqnarinmB. 
Fishes, like other animals, need aix 


for their existence, and they find it is 
the waters they inhabit. All living wa- 
ters contain more or less air; and when 
water becomes stagnant and dead the 
fishes in it die. Water becomes aerated 
iu. various ways. A mountain stream, 
breaking over rocks and tumbling down 
in waterfalls, gathers air in its foam 
nnd spray. Elvers and lakes absorb 
more or less air with, every ripple upon 
the surface, and the ocean absorbs air 
with its breaking waves. 


In aquariums the water in the tank IB 


kept sweet by a constant inflow of new 
waiter, the surplus running off by an 
overflow pipe. There are some tanks in 
n-hich the water is not removed except 
to supply thatlostby evaporation, aera- 
tion in these tanks being- produced by 
the in trodoictioaof justthe right amount 
of plant life; but the greater number of 
tanks, including usually oil the larger 
tanks, are circulating tanks; they are 
kept sweet by the circulation of the 
water in them. It is, customary to fil- 
ter the water used in aquariums; that 
process-, however, is no longer neces- 
sary with the salt water used in the 
aquarium in this city. The aquarium 
k in a building which stands at the 
edge of the bay, upon filled-in ground, 
and its salt water supply is ob- 
tained from a well sunk upon theprem- 
i-es; it is drawn through what is in ef- 
fect a, good natural filter. 


It is a common practice in all large 


aquariums so to arrange the main sup- 
ply pipes over the supply tanks that the 
water from the pipes shall fall through 
the air for a number of feet before 
reaching the surface of the water in the 
supply tanks. This is n, simple and ef- 
fective method of aeration; the water 
tailing throusr'0 the air carries more or 
less air with it into the body of water in 
the storage tank. 
Under ordinary 


weather conditions the natural aeration 
of the water, supplemented by that pro- 
duced from the fall from the supply 
pipes into the supply tanks, is sufficient 
for the- "vvanlA of the fishes. Under some 
\\ eather conditions, however, it is not 
sufficient, and then an added supply is 
desirable. 


Sometimes it is necessary to shut off 


the circulation from the tanks in which 
the fishes are, and if the circulation is 
suspended for any considerable time it 
is necessary to use great'^ca.re, to pre- 
serve (the life of the fislies. IIow long 
fishes would live in ffl, circulating tank 
without any circulation would depend, 
of course, upon the size of the tank and 
the number of fishes in it. In tanks of 
ordinary size ajid containing an average 
number of fishes, the fishes, if uncared 
for, 
would exhaust the oxygen in two 


or three hoursor less. They would eome 
rearer the surface and 'take air there, 
or try to. but they don't like air taken 
in that wny, and they cannot live upon 
it; sooneT or later they would turn over 
on their sides and die. When the supply 
is turned on again in a tank from which 
the circulation has been cut off 
the 


fishes gather around the imtake pipe TO 
bathe their gills in the !ifV-?ustainin;!; 
,2K'vr water. 


There are various me.tliodp of aerat- 


ing the \\atcr in the tanks during a sus- 
pension of circulation, or 
when th? 


jimor.nt of air from the ordinary sources 
in the- water of tanks in circulation is 
insufficient for the welfare of the fishes. 
The artificial aeration of tanks out of 
circulation is. however, only a tem- 
porary expedient to carry the fishes 
more comfortably than would other- 
wise be possible through the period at 
temporary suspension; the vitality of 
the water and the lifeof the fishes could 
not by these means alone be greatly 
prolonged.—X. Y. Sun. 


AFTER THE. JESUITS. 


Inhuman Treatment of the Indiana 


by tlie Spanish. 


The Jesuits were expelled in 17GS 


I'rom the missions. From this time un- 
til 1801 the colonies, as they were then 
failed, languished under the rule of 
the Spanish, corruptly administered 
from Buenos Ayrcb. At this date all 
east of the Uruguay was conquered 
from the Spanish by the Portuguese 
The cities were almost completely de- 
stroyed and the inhabitants massacred, 
taken prisoners or driven from the 
country. 


During the reign of the Spanish, from 


17C3 to 1801, their treatment of the In- 
dians was so inhuman that the poor 
creatures were continually 
escaping 


back to the forest, until at the time of 
the conquest by the Portuguese in 1801 
there were not over 40,000 'in nil the 
missions. To-day, of the 33 cities there 
once so populous and prosperous, there 
are only a very few that have inhab- 
itants at all, and in these the total popu- 
lation would not exceed 10,000. 


Although at present difficult of ac- 


cess, a. visit to the ruins of these old 
Jesuit cities would interest the curious. 
Large trees are growing in the center 
of churches, the domestic shrubs and 
flowers mingle with the wild forest 
growth that covers the debrie of fallen 
houses; here is a Corinthian column 
nnd there a stone or fragments of fine 
carved cornices lying about in profuse 
ibundiince.—Lrpplncott's. 


The Green Crou. 


In addition to the Ked Crocs society 


and the White Cross, which gives aid to 
eick or convalescent soldiers, there has 
juit been established at Vienna a new 
order which will be known as that of 
the "Green Cross." Its object and aim 
is to give succor to Alp climbers anil 
excursionists in mountain regions. It 
originated in the Austrian Alpine club. 
The intention, is to establish huts upon 
high mountains and to keep supplies 
and relief stores or boxes containing 
articles apt to be required in emergen- 
cies at conveniently located points. Be- 
sides this, guides are to be instructed 
In first aid to the injured and trained 
in the application of. splint* and anti- 
septic* dressings.—Medical Kecord.

body, depositing it* poisonous influ- 
ences at the very fountain head of life. 


If early breakfast were taken in re- 


frions where ch'ills and fever and apue 
prevail and if, in addition, a brisk fire 
were kindled in the family room for 
the hours including sunset and sun- 
rise, these troublesome maladies would 
diminish in any one year, not tenfold, 
but a thousandfold, because the heat 
of the fire would rarefy the miastnalu' 
iOJr instantly and se.ud it 
above the

Charles F. Bauer vs the Wabash railroad 
company, was called up for trial In tbe 
circuit court this forenoon.

Tbe Wabash Is represented by Judge Bur- 
nett of St. Louis and Attorney Bucking- 
bam. It was on tbe afternoon of June 
16, 1896, tbe day before tbe national Re- 
publican convention began at St. Louis, 
that Charles F. Bauer met his death on 
tba crossing south of the railroad bridge 
beyond tbe Sangamon river. Bauer bad 
been in Decatur on business and was in 
his farm wagon going to bis home at 
Blue Mound when ha was struck by tbe 
Wabush special train and killed. Tbe 
special had en board the McKlnley march 
ing club of Chicago, whose members bad 
made a parade iu Doeatur. Bauer was a 
well-to-do farmer and left a valuable 
estate. There are many witnesses in 
court all waiting to testify. 


Will Go Before a Jury, 


The whole time of Judge Yail was tak- 


en up yesterday in bearing oral testimony 
in tbe case of John R. Thomason against 
the Wabash railroad company. 
Tbomas- 


on'a wife was billed by a Wabasb train at 
tbe Water street crossing of tbe road. 
Thomason was appointed administrator 
and suit was commenced to recover dam- 
ages fixed at tBOOO. March 8 while It is 
alleged Tbomason was drunk, he compro- 
mised tbe claim by accepting 1500. 


The bearing was on a stipulation of al- 


leged facts as to Thomason's condition at 
tbe time be received the money. In tbe 
course of tbe hearing Tbomason testified 
that be was drunk on March 3 and did 
not know anything about making tbe 
settlement.

tbat he did not know what he was doing. 


This morning at tbe opening of court 


Judge Vail stated that be would not de- 
cide as to Thomason's condition at the 
time be made the settlement, but would re- 
fer the whole case to a jury. Therefore, as 
soon as possible, the case on the damage 
suit and the settlement will be submitted 
to a jury, and the finding of the jury will 
stand. This is practically what the plain- 
tiff wanted.

Washington, March 34.—In tbe house 


this morning Fox (Dam. Mix.) opened 
the tariff debate witb a (peach on the gen 
eral theory of protection. 


William. (Dem. Mise.) devoted bis at 


tentlon to exposing alleged inconsisten- 
cies In tb« Republican arugment and at- 
tributed tbe financial depieesion tn the 
appreciating valu« of money under tbe 
gold standard. Tbe bill was also dis- 
cussed briefly by Slmt, (Dem. Tenn), 
Terry (Dem. Ark.). Sayeri (Dam. Tex.), 
Johnson (Rop. N. Dak.), member of tbe 
ways and means committee eulogized tbe 
prospective benefit which would follow 
tho enactment of the agricultural tctaed 
ulu of tbe bill. He was met by a futllado 
of questions from Democrats and Popu- 
lists. Tbe old controversy of whether a 
foreigner or the consumer paid tbe tax 
was fought over witb great pertinacity. 
He declared if tbe southern people would 
pledge loyalty to protection the Republl 
can party would be glad to accord cotton 
the same protection given agricultural 
products in tbe north. 


McMillan (Dam. Teen.) was given a 


round of applause ai he took the floor and 
proceeded to make an elaborate argument 
against the bill. 


Mr, McMillan prefaced bli remarks 


with figures to prove tbat there U suffi- 
cient surplus In tbe treasury $116,000,000 
oiclusiveof tbe gold reserve) to meet all 
estimated deficiencies for two years. He 
declared tbe alleged necessity for this bill 
was a mere pretext and pbopbosied a repe- 
tition of tbe disaster which overtook the 
congress that enacted tbe McKinley law 
if tbls bill Is passed, and made the Re- 
publicans change tbe front on tbe ques- 
tion of the sugar bounties the text for 
some caustic remarks. 
He said Republi- 


cans who argued so eloquently for free 
sugar in 1890 had re-Imposed tho burden 
of taxation on tbat commodity at tbe 
same time taking good care of corpora- 
tions nnd trnsts which now controlled the 
srgar market. Tbe speaker discussed in 
detail the metal schedule, arguing that as 
wo are becoming hejvy shippers of pig 
iron, which could be produced In southern 
states as cheaply ai anywhere in the 
world, the duty of $i a ton should have 
been reduced. Ho declared the agricul- 
tural schedule a humbug and enumerated 
a long list of trust* wblcb be laid would 
fatten on the bill. H« accused Dlngley, 
the father of tbe measure, witb favoring 
his own state and asked tbe latter to ex- 
plain why salt is free for Maine fisheries 
and taxed elsewhere. 
McMillan added: 


"After a careful and painstaking exam- 


ination of this bill I don't benitate to de- 
clare it the most unconnlonable effort at 
legislative robbery ever attempted upon 
the people." He laid the rate, were high- 
er than any law ever paued by oongreM 
and controverted tbe statement tbat it* 
burdens were placed upon luxuries. He 
asserted tbat tbe reciprocity clause pat 
legislative newer into tbe bandioftbe 
executive.
